Reduce youth access to tobacco through city ordinances 
Eliminate self-service

Reduce tobacco use by decreasing tobacco advertising 
Encourage cities to increase tobacco license fees 


Tom' s chart reflects more than $400,000 in grants that have already been obtained by HHS 
for these activities. I have the documents from Tom’ s first FOIA and will receive updates 
from a second FOIA that wilt soon be submitted to the state health department 


Along with Tom’s chart I've included a list of the total HHS funding by state for this 
project through FY 1993. To date, state ASSIST coalitions have received $17.5 million. 


$98 million in ASSIST program funds remain for state activities in the 17 participating 
states for the remaining four years of the program. 

Tom' s work reaffirms the value of conducting FQLAs in ASSIST states. As we discussed, 
it is important that we finalize our selection of states for this activity.
